Let’s Keep It That Way 


The Avalanche believes that a big “vote of thanks” 
is due to the Grayling Sportsmen’s Club, the Boy 
Scouts, and Conservation officers and others who took 
part in the cleaning of the main stream of the AuSable 
River from Grayling to Burton’s Landing. Over three- 
quarters of a ton of debris was removed. The Ava- 
lanche believes that we should keep the river that way. 

We checked with Prosecuting Attorney Charles E. 
Moore and he referred us to Act 350 of Michigan Sta- 
tues as amended in the Public Acts of 1951. Section 1 
of this act states that “It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to put into the waters under the jurisdiction of this 
State or on the ice covering ‘said waters, any offal, 
bleed, putrid brine, putrid fish or filth of any descrip- 
tion that will tend to stupefy, injure or kill fish, or to 
throw or deposit, or permit to be deposited or placed in! 
any of the waters under the jurisdiction of this State or‘ 
on the icé covering said waters, any glass, cans or bot-' 
tles, any metal objects rubbish, garbage, or any other, 
substance likely to injure any person, fish, bird or 
animal, or to cause any unsightly or unsanitary condi- 
tion, either in or upon said waters or on the shore line 
adjacent thereto.” ca te 

Prosecutor Moore also pointed out that the punish- 
ment for failure to live up to this law is a fine up to 
$100.00 and imprisonment up to 90 days in the Count 
Jail,
